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FOR THE SECRETARY FROM HARTMAN AND ENDERS THRU SONNENFELDT 

1. IN ACTION MEMO S/S-7502582 WE ASKED YOU TO CONSIDER 
PARTICIPATING IN THE JUNE MINISTERIAL MEETING OF THE OECD 
WITH DATES LINKED TO THE NATO MINISTERIAL AND PERHAPS TO AN 
IEA MINISTERIAL. 

2. HARTMAN RECOMMENDS THAT YOU ATTEND THE FIRST DAY OF THE 
OECD MINISTERIAL, LEAVING OPEM FOR LATER THE OPTION FOR A 
BACK-TO-BACK IEA MEETING; THIS SHOULD PERMIT US TO CONTROL 
ANY LINKAGE WITH PRODUCER-CONSUMER DIALOGUE. ENDERS THINKS 
THAT AN OECD MINISTERIAL WITH YOUR ATTENDANCE MAY GIVE THE 
FRENCH AN OPPORTUNITY TO SWAMP THE IEA; HE DOUBTS THE OECD 
MINISTERIAL IS WORTH YOUR TIME UNLESS WE HAVE NEW PROPOSALS. 
IF YOU ARE INTERESTED IN GOING, ENDERS THINKS WE SHOULD FIRST 
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WORK UP AN INITIATIVE FOR YOU TO TAKE AND THEN SCHEDULE DATE 
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3. IF YOU AGREE WITH HARTMAN, WE NEED URGENT AUTHORITY TO 
BEGIN EXPLORING DATES WITH LUNS AND VAN LENNEP, EACH OF WHOSE 
CALENDARS ARE INVOLVED. WE WOULD KEEP SECRETARY SIMON 
INFORMED BUT WE WANT STATE TO KEEP CONTROL OF THE OECD 
MINISTERIAL. THIS CAN BE ASSURED IF YOU ATTEND THE FIRST DAY 

AND SIMON CAN ADJUST HIS SCHEDULE AROUND AGREEMENT REACHED 
BETWEEN LUNS, VAN LENNEP AND STATE. 

4. YOUR OWN CALENDAR FOR JUNE IS CLEAR, BUT SECRETARY 
SIMON WILL HAVE PROBLEMS DURING THE FIRST WEEK AND HAS 
ALREADY CONTACTED HEALY, VAN LENNEP AND JOHN TURNER 
(CHAIRMAN OF IMF INTERIM COMMITTEE) TO CONSIDER ALTERNATIVE 
DATES. THE FRENCH AMONG OTHERS CANNOT DO THIRD WEEK AND 
THERE IS ALSO A COMPETING NATO EXERCISE IN THE THIRD WEEK. 
ACCORDINGLY WE PROPOSE TO FOCUS ON THE SECOND WEEK, BUT 
WOULD LIKE TO REGARD THE FOURTH WEEK AS A FALLBACK. 

5. ONE POSSIBILITY IS TO SCHEDULE THE NATO MEETING FOR 
MONDAY/TUESDAY (JUNE 9/10). LUNS HAS PROPOSED THIS TO US. 

THE DISADVANTAGE WOULD BE THAT WE WISH TO HOLD OPEN THE 
OPTION OF AN IEA MINISTERIAL TO IMMEDIATELY PRECEDE THE 
OECD MINISTERIAL. THIS WOULD REQUIRE LEAVING OPEN WEDNES- 
DAY JUNE 1 1 AND STARTING THE OECD MINISTERIAL THURSDAY 
JUNE 12 (WE WOULD RECOMMEND THAT YOU ATTEND ONLY THE FIRST 
DAY). 

6. WE THINK A BETTER ALTERNATIVE WOULD BE TO LEAVE OPEN A 
DAY FOR THE IEA MINISTERIAL AT THE START OF THE WEEK (SAY 
MONDAY OR TUESDAY), HAVE THE OPENING OF THE OECD MINISTERIAL 
ON TUESDAY OR WEDNESDAY, AND THE NATO MINISTERIAL ON WED- 
NESDAY/THURSDAY OR THURSDAY/FRIDAY. IN THIS WAY WE COULD 
COMPRESS THE DEMANDS ON YOUR CALENDAR TO THREE OR (WITH AN 
IEA MINISTERIAL) FOUR DAYS. 

6. RECOMMENDATION: 

THAT YOU AUTHORIZE US TO EXPLORE APPROPRIATE DATES WITH 
LUNS AND VAN LENNEP PREFERABLY THE SECOND WEEK OF JUNE, 
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BUT WITH FOURTH WEEK AS A FALLBACK.
